ARMAMENTS CONFERENCE. 
Washington, April 2. 

The State Department has sent notes to eight cations represented 
at the recent Armaments Conference, expressing readiness to ex-" 
change ratifcations of the treaties just approved by the Senate.

Why (asks Beatrica Barmby) 
are our children growing so reck- 
leas, unstsbla and callous? Why 
is ts that thay wil} not brook con- 
trol; that they chase madly after 
every new eensation in jazz. joy- 
tides and betting party, that they 
are taking a direction which home 
and Press and pulpit view with 
bewilderment and seemingly 
helpless concern? . 


Whose. is the fault? “One 
children are as we mothers made 
them. 

We may, of course, shield our- 
selves behind “the time,” behind 
the thonght which holds the war 
responsible. But we mothers 
control the times; in our hands 
are held the morals and manners 
of our nation. . 

It we had built a cure founda- 
tion, do you think «a few years of 
abnormality would have urder- 
mined ourchildren’s charactera? 


Why have we failed? Why, 
rather, should wa not expect to 
fail? , 

Have we no! deified youth until 
the imp has retaliated by treating 
us with toleration, - frequently 
with contempt? Have we not 
substitated selfassurance for 
self-control? Have we not, in 
ourcraza for giving the child self.

T believe in self-expressjon;
